This is a request under the Freedom of Infonnation Act, 5 U-S.C. § 552, for copies of the

• The contract file and documents typically contained in a contract file, Inchjding, 
but not limited to: requests for proposals; proposals and bids; selection scorn« 
worksheets and other evahiatwn information; past performance evahiations; the 
contract itself; purchase orders; task orders and other types of work orders; 
diange orders; payment records, including invoices, rece^rts, bills, and other 
justifi-cations; subcontracting plans; bonus evahiatfon worksheets and any other 
documents regarding bonus payments. 

• AU documents relating to pie-bid vendor conferences, pre-appioval meetings and 
post-bkl conferences, including but not limited to: aU agency responses relatmg 
to Q&A sesstons with vendors seeking the contract; aU documents relatmg to 
one^n-one vendor meetings; aU sign-up sheets for the above mentioned 
conferences and meetings; and all notes and recordings of the meetmgs- 
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AU documents relatiug to the pedbnnance of liie contractor ance the contract 
was awarded, including but not limited to: performance evahiatioms, performance 
audits- performance metrics; and any other similar performance documents; notes 
and tapes of all meetings regarding performance; all communication records 
regarding the contractor's performance, including letters, e-mails, records of 
meetings, teleconferences or video conferences (inchiding tapes); sign-m sheets, 
and any and all other forms of communication regarding the contractor's 
performance.

TSA; between representatives of TSA and Boeing; between representatives of 
TSA and members of Congress and their representatives and staffers; and 
between representatives of TSA and tobbying firms, law firms, pubBc relations 
firms and any other conqwnies or individuals representing Boeing.

For purposes ot 
FOI A fee assessments, we request that you waive all fees in the public interest because 
the information will contribute to public understanding of the operations or activities ol 
government and is not primarily in the commercial interest. If you decline to waive^ 
fees, we are pre|>ared to pay your normal fees for news media requesters. Please notify 
if you expect the processing fees to exceed $100. 

In additfon, we request that you release records as they become available, in electronic 
format if possible, rather than waiting for all records to be conpfled. We are also 
requesting that, if you have folfflled or are in the process of compiling similar records J 
other requesters, that you forward those records to The Washington Post as they are \ 

released to the other requesters. 

If you regard any of these records as exempt fiom disclosure under the Act, we hereby 
request that you exercise your discretion to disclose them (unless otherwise prohibit^ 
from doing so). If you deny this request m whole or in part, we request that you justify 
deletions by reference to specific exemptions of the Act, and that you provide all non- 
portions that are reasonably segregable. 




We are also requiting that you grant this request under e3q)e(Hted processing. As 
journalists, we are primarily engaged in dissemmating informatloa The public has an 
urgent need for information about homeland security programs because they affect the 
security of the nation and the expenditures to st^port these programs are fimded by 
billions in tajqjayer foods, hi addition, widespread news coverage of homeland security 
programs, inchiding this program, along with findings by government auditors and 
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inqrectors general, have raised questfons about wheft^ 

T^ly spent by contractors and adequately monitored by federal officials. Thepnhhc 
Lffli overrkiing interest in blowing v^etber its awney is bemg properly spent m tte 

name of protecting them fiom foture terrorist attacks, and delaying the r^nse would 
compromise that interest by depriving the public of timely information about these 
crft^ and expensive ^ograms. We certify that these statements concemmg the need for 
expedited processing are true and correct to the best of our knowledge and behet
